PEOPLES M. E. COMMUNITY CENTER 

In this brief report there is an attempt to give a statement of 
the general set-up and a statement of the work in the departments of 
Peoples Community Center. 

The type of work that is carried on at this Center is unique 
and of great importance, for we have very few Centers conducted 
on the same basis as this one. The work has ) een increasing in its 
scope and now with a staff of more than twenty workers including 
eleven workers from the W. P. A. the work has gone forward in a 
progressive way. 

For the year 1939 the problems have been many and varied. But 
somehow we have been able to carry on helping hundreds of children, 
giving aid to hundreds of men and women and instructions to those 
who have not had opportunities in early life. 

The following departments are carried on: Daily Nursery, Free 
Employment Bureau, Kindergarten, Free Clinic for children Welfare 
Bureau and Case Work, Boys and Girls, Boy Scouts, Adult Education 
and Recreation. 

DAY NURSERY 

The last report of the enrollment of our children's Day Nursery 
gave 170. The Day Nursery is one of the ma^n f eatures of our Center 
and is rendering a fine service. These children are of poor families 
where there is no one left at home to care for them. They all are 
of working mothers. They are given very careful attention, particu- 
larly as to health habits. They are admitted into the Nursery only 
on certificate, after being examined at one of our best hospitals. 
They are given special care daily. A bath in the morning, sterilized 
nursery clothing is put on them, a healthy breakfast and the babies 
receiving such care as is needed through the day and the other children 
are given training in the regular Nursery School. At noon they 
have special children's diet, an hour after which they are put to rest 
for a period. At 4:30 they are washed and dressed and a supper 
served at 5:00. And from 5:30 to 7:00 they are called for by their 
parents to return home. The average daily attendance is 38. 

CLINIC 

Our clinic is opened daily, but on Tuesday we have a regular 
out-patient and Nursery Clinic, beginning at noon-day. The purpose 
of having this clinic is to have a doctor examine all children and 
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refer certain cases to other special sources for treatment, also to 
examine certain persons who are given employment through our 
center buildings. If there are some physical defects where an ex- 
amination ought to be made, they are treated or referred to a dis- 
pensary or their own doctor. We have found this clinic to be of 
great value in connection with the community our nursery serves. 
There are 180 out-patient children to this clinic and 100 enrolled from 
the nursery. Over 2,000 children have been given care by this clinic. 
Dr. Thaddeus Taylor is the physician. 

KINDERGARTEN 

The Kindergarten is conducted for the purpose of reaching out 
in the community giving care and training to children of that age. 
There is no kindergarten assigned for Colored people in our City 
School System, therefore, this is one of the aids to several others. 
In this department there are 85 enrolled with about as many being 
turned away because of lack of equipment. We have one principal 
teacher and two assistants. 

EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 

This department has been conducted through the years in order 
to obtain work for the many thousands who are definitely in need. 
Emphasis is put on the thought of giving employment rather than 
direct relief. Preference is raven to those who ha^e defects and 
those who may be otherwise handicapped. It 5s a high purpose of 
the Employment Bureau to give temporary employment to those 
who are in great need and also to find permanent employment when- 
ever possible for these persons. During the year we have supplied 
2,400 with jobs, with 3,100 applying. This work is done with our 
limited personnel in the office. 

WELFARE BUREAU AND CASE WORK 
All nursery children are admitted into this department and all 
clinic patients are visited by our case worker and our Registered 
Nurse. This is also true of persons who are connected with our 
church as far as it is possible to be done. Children being admitted 
into the nursery, the families are investigated and conditions must 
warrant the service and in many cases direct relief is furnished. 

Our nurse, after obtaining the records and history of clinic pa- 
tients, visits and takes note of each case, also gives service to patients 
as far as possible to those who need direct care. At times we have 
to give direct relief, such as bedding, clothing, food, etc., but this is 
always done in consultation with the Council of Social Agencies. The 
Welfare Bureau and the Case Workers are responsible for all cases 
records, statistics, etc., concerning service rendered throughout the 
institution. i 
ADULT EDUCATION 

Three classes in Adult Education are conducted by three well 
trained teachers in Adult Education. There are other classes in Arts 
and Crafts and Music. These furnish occupation and help to those 
who would not have opportunity otherwise. 
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BOYS AND GIRLS CLUBS AND BOY SCOUTS 
There are three clubs, one is conducted for boys and girls, an- 
other, the Margaret Ann Robinson Club for girls and another the 
Girl Reserve. We have one Boy Scout Troop, consisting of 26 for 
membership. There are other activities conducted among young 
people, boys and girls without definite enrollment. 

RECREATION 

Our Recreational Program is conducted by two special workers 
from the Works Progress Administration Office. They are especially 
fitted for the work. The average monthly attendance for the past 
year was 4, 727. These individuals direct games, social recreation, 
playground and street activities such as (hikes, outings, etc.), also 
other gymnastic exercises. 

This department is an asset to our work because of the large 
number of idle boys and girls, men and women on the streets in our 
vicinity. 

Summer camps are also conducted for boys and girls and young 
people. Last summer only one camp was conducted in which 25 
young people participated. 

NEEDS 

Our opportunities for service have developed so swiftly that we 
have almost outgrown our plant and facilities. Larger space for 
recreational activities is in demand. More equipment and additional 
personnel are needed. 

Additional Service. — We are definitely in need of a Dental Clinic 
and equipped for operation. Plans are being formed, and, it is hoped 
that this department will be added within the next six months. 

For the Day Nursery, additional beds, clothing and extra help, 
for the Kindergarten teachers, material and added equipment are 
needed. With these special needs supplied, a more marvelous pro- 
gram will be rendered and a greater service performed. 

SERVICE RENDERED 

Words cannot adequately express the service rendered through 
the many various departments of our institution. From the expectant 
mother in the home, up to the aged person who is moving toward 
the grave, we have rendered our service to help them in their journey 
along life's particular way. Service here is rendered irrespective of 
creed, color, or nationality, for we are all God's children. 

During the year thousands of people applied in one way or the 
other for aid. Many of them perhaps are not helped materially but 
a large number are given directions. Many young people, boys and 
girls are lined up to our club life and with those organizations which 
perhaps, are supplying along lines in which they are in most need of. 
One of the fine features of this service we are rendering is helping 
people by finding a way out. Hundreds are talked with and encour- 
aged through our Social Worker and our Employment Service. The 
Day Nursery not only ministers to little Children and the work it 
is in, but its workers go into the home and seek to help with things 
there. 
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To the City of New Orleans the State of Louisiana and the Com- 
munity Chest of New Orleans, Board of Home Missions of The Metho- 
dist Church and people from all parts of the country who have given 
finance, waste material, clo thing, toys, kindergarten equipment; to 
the persons who have helped through cash donations, to merchants, 
who have helped in discounts for our charitable work, to Bishop A.

LAFON OLD FOLK'S HOME 
Of the Methodist Church 

By W. C. HAYWOOD 

The purposes and objectives of the Home are to ameliorate and 
provide for the welfare of the old and infirmed Colored people; to 
aid them in sickness and need and to contribute for their care and 
support by the erection and maintenance of an asylum wherein those 
unable to care for thefselves by reason of old age infirmities may be 
lodged, supported and provided for through the beneficences of those 
professing the doctrines of the faith and order of the Methodist 
Church and other Social Service Agencies. 

Whatever success has been attained it has been through hard 
work and cooperation of our many friends. 

We desire to take this opportunity to express cur heartfelt thanks 
and appreciation to all those who contributed in any way whatsoever 
to the success of the home, 

"To face the burdens of the day 

With courage and without complaint; 

To keep my record free from taint 

To spend a little time in play 

If peace abides within my door 

To envy no man's larger store 

To keep the right and follow straight 

The path my wisdom bids me tread 

Though difficulties lie ahead 

To work and be content to wait. 

I ask no special grants from life 

Save strength to meet what all must meet, 

To be unconquered by defeat. 

Nor be embittered by the strife 

To gain what victories I can 

But to the end to play the man." 

I do believe we owe to the pioneers, a great honor and respect 
for the foresightedness in establishing the Lafon Home. Such men 
as Father Henry Green, Anthony Ross, Eugene Osborne, Samuel 
Davage, James W. Hudson, Stephen Duncan, F. T. Chinn, J. F. Mar- 
shall, Bishop J. C, Hartzell, L. G. Adkinson, James W. Hilton, Em- 
peror Williams, M. C. B. Mason, Ernest Lyon, John Quails, and T. J. 
Johnson, together with others were the brave set of men who led 
out in this great work. 
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Once established, it grew by degrees, being helped here and there 
by churches, societies, clubs and individuals as they felt toward it 
Mistakes were made and for a while its fate hung in the balance. 

Help came. The late Mr. Thorny Lafon a Negro Roman Catholic 
and a philanthropist being sought after and persuaded to help did so 
and in his will gave $10,000. 

Too much can not be said of the heroic effort on the part of 
Bishop R. E. Jones and his pastors and laymen in 1922, who raised 
more, than $21,000 to liquidate the indebtedness on the home and to 
make very needed repairs. 

The story of the life, character and service of the old-time slave 
folk among the Negroes is one of the outstanding assets of the race 
for their patience and faith in God for they felt that Heaven would 
not always be silent and that the Friend to the rights human nature 
would in the end prevail. 

In the South as nowhere else that story is one bright page of 
hope and inspiration to everyone.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 

The Committee on Education has given careful consideration to 
the subject. It has been studied from every angle and we regret that 
young men who might be asking for membership in the Conference 
instead of attending school which do not teach or encourage Christian 
Education. This we had hoped to find growing out of the merger of 
New Orleans University with Straight College and forming Dillard 
University. We find that we are not getting value received for what 
we have put into this merger. We also find that our men and women 
are not securing Christian Education which makes them useful in our 
local churches. This is predicated upon the fact that we have no 
School of Religious training to which our youth may go for inspiration. 

We are exceedingly interested in Gilbert Academy and want it 
to receive as much support as possible from every legitimate source. 
Be it resolved that we request the Bishop and his Cabinet of the 
Conference to appoint a Board of Trustees to assist in the affairs of 
Gilbert Academy. 

Eesolved, That we endorse the fine work done at Gilbert Academy 
by its Principal and Faculty in the field of Music, Dramatics, Liter- 
ature and Athletics and other wholesome activities which tend to 
make strong wholesome men and women. 

Resolved, That we raise for Gilbert Academy 1940, $1500; and 
Dillard University, $500.00. 

Whereas, There is not a school for the higher education of our 
youth in the Louisiana Conference to which our youth may go and 
receive the kind of education that vail inspire them to do the kind 
of Christian service which v/as done under the influence of the New 
Orleans University and because of this Ave do not have the call to 
the Christian Ministry as of old. 

Be It Resolved, That we memorialize the Board of Education of 
The Central Jurisdiction of the Methodist Church to consider and 
establish a school of college grade. 

Whereas, the Bible is not being taught in the Public Schools in 
our State where schools have more than 95 percent of all children 
who are of school age attending them, and in view of the fact that 
crime and lawlessness are growing evils and are becoming more 
contagious. 

Be It Resolved, That this Conference request our Bishop to ap- 
point a Committee to confer with the Superintendent of Education 
of the State of Louisiana to request of the State legislature to so enact 
a law that will permit the teachers to teach it, forbidding such teach- 
ing as Doctrinal or Denominational or Materialism. We feel that 
with such teachings, plus their literary training, a new generation 
will grow up. 

Whereas, There is not an authorized school of Religious Educa- 
tional Activities in the Conference. 
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Be It Resolved, That there shall be established such a school on 
each District under auspices of the Board of Religious Education of 
the Central Jurisdiction of the Methodist Church and that Steward- 
ship, Church School Management, the work of Young People, Bible, 
and such subjects as the Board directs and that the Faculty shall 
rotate from District to District. The program to be worked out for 
the caring for the expense by the District Superintendents. 

Whereas, The Uniting Conference, paragraph 334, sets forth the 
requirements for admission into the Annual Conference be endorsed.

Resolution relative to Transfer of Titles of Local 
Corporation of the Louisiana Annual Conference 
Church and Other Property to the proper successor 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Whereas, there are many important matters involving titles and 
equities in properties in our local charges, the adjustment of which 
will require careful consideration and legal transaction as well as 
local cooperation, extending over a period of time so as to be prop- 
erly and legally done, 

Be It Resolved, that the Board of Trustees of the local Churches 
together with all local church corporations and the like within the 
bounds of the Louisiana Conference-Central Jurisdiction of The Meth- 
odist Church holding property of whatever sort, real, personal, mixed 
and otherwise are hereby authorized and instructed to take necessary 
steps at the earliest possible date, whether by legal conveyance, or 
by amendments to the articles of incorporation, constitutions' or 
by-laws or by whatever necessary legal process to bring such assets 
into the possession or under the jurisdiction of The Louisiana Con- 
ference-Central Jurisdiction of The Methodist Church. 

Resolved, that in the absence of such action being taken by the 
local Trustees of the local church for causes unknown, be it enacted 
the Trustees of The Louisiana Conference Corporation, shall proceed 
at once to adjust all such matters and in cooperation with the District 
Superintendent, pastor and members, see that the provisions as in- 
tended be fully carried out, reporting same in due time. All of the 
above requirements upon adoption becomes mandatory and the ex- 
penses for doing the same shall defrayed by the Annual Conference 
Corporation. 

Resolved, that in cases of all "Abandoned property, if any, that 
the same be fully looked into and if possible same be taken over and 
the Corporation Trustees, through the proper officers, shall assume 
the title, etc., in the name of the corporation, and shall upon vote of 
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the same make such dispositions of said property reporting same to 
the corporation as the occasion may warrant. 

In carrying out the provisions of this action, loyal and hearty 
cooperation of the entire membership is requested, so that the cor- 
poration, The Central Jurisdiction-Louisiana Conference of The Meth- 
odist Church shall become the rightful owner and possessor of all 
of the property, physical and otherwise rightfully heirs, to be prop- 
erly administered by those in authority.

Resolution to dissolve the Louisiana Annual Con- 
ference of The Methodist Episcopal Church as a 
corporation operating under the name of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 
Whereas, The Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, a body politic, duly incorporated under the Laws 
of the State of Louisiana, in accepting the Plan of Union as adopted 
in the Uniting Conference in Kansas City, Missouri, whereby the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Methodist Episcopal Church South and 
the Methodist Protestant Church by their union became The Metho- 
dist Church as the duly and legal successor of the said three churches 
thereby making the Louisiana Annual Conference a party to the 
same in accordance with their respective constitutions and Book of 
Discipline, and 

Whereas, by this action it becomes necessary to take certain legal 
action so as to give certain powers and duties to the former Louis- 
ana Annual Conference, and 

Whereas, the Uniting Conference did declare and enact that in 
3ases where Annual Conferences are incorporated under the laws of 
;he State in which they are located and operate, that such Annual 
Conference may be continued until their property may be legally 
transferred to and vested in so as to become their respective suc- 
cessors under the Plan of Union and then be dissolved, and 

Whereas, a successor Annual Conference to be known as the 
Central Jurisdiction-Louisiana Conference of The Methodist Church 
has by unanimous vote been duly organized as the legal and ecclesi- 
astical successor to the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Eniscopal Church and it is the intention as expressed by the above 
vote that said successors, The Central Jurisdiction Louisiana Annual 
Conference shall be incorporated under the laws of the state of 
Louisiana to receive, accept, hold* manage, sell, mortgage, hypothe- 
cate and convey the property, physical and otherwise belonging to 
the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
as successor, thereto, and to enjoy all the rights, titles and interests 
hitherto vested in this Corporation and it is deemed wise for the best 
interest of this corporation and of the United Methodist Church that 
it should discontinue and dissolve and all of its assets be turned over 
to the successor corporation. 
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Therefore, Be It Resolved, that the Louisiana Annual Conference 
Of the Methodist Episcopal Church, a corporation at its annual meet- 
ing held in Baton Rouge, Louisiana, a majority of its members being 
present and voting in the affirmative, does this 15th day of November, 
1939, hereby vote to wind up its affairs and to dissolve with the 
expressed wish and desire to reorganize as a new body, political, 
non-profit, religious corporation under the laws of the State of 
Louisiana. 

Be It Resolved, that the President, Secretary of the Corporation, 
together with the Trustees, are hereby directed and authorized to 
make, execute and file all necessary papers and to do any and all 
other things necessary to effect the dissolution of this corporation 
as provided by law and writing into the new corporation such provisos 
as will recognize the rights of Lay members as they become a part 
of the proposed New corporation. 

CONFERENCE RULES OE ORDER 

© © & 

1. The hours for meeting and adjourning shall be from 8:30 
A. M. to 12:30 P. M. subject to change when necessary. The first 
half hour for devotional exercises. All members are required to be 
present at the regular business sessions. 

2. The names of the absent or delinquent members shall be 
called in open Conference, the morning of the third day and so marked, 
after which any one failing to report must appear before the Con- 
ference and offer an apology. 

3. The Memorial Service shall be held the morning of the first 
day's session directed by the Committee on Memoirs with a full 
written account of the work of the deceased, followed by a Memorial 
sermon. The names of said deceased shall be carried in the Con- 
ference Journal. 

4. The District Superintendents shall provide all pastors with 
the Statistical reports before arriving at the seat of the Conference. 
Pastors are required to fill out same from the Church record before 
coming to Conference and the same turned over to the Statistician the 
First day of the Conference reporting same in open Conference when 
called for. 

5. Such items shall be reported upon as designated by the Bishop 
or as authorized by the vote of the Conference. 

6. There shall be a Nominating Committee elected by the Con- 
ference, ministers and laymen; two from each District and three at 
large, which shall nominate members of Committees, Boards and 
Commissions whose term of office shall be from the close of the 
Conference session at which they were elected to the close of the 
following Conference. Members of this Committee may be continued 
or discontinued by vote of the Conference. The Nominating Com- 
mittees work shall not interfere with those boards and Commissions 
to be appointed by the Bishop or otherwise, but upon being so appoint- 
ed the Nominating Committee shall confirm and include same in their 
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report. The advice of the Nominating Committee may be sought 
however in all such matters. A record of all such Committee work 
shall be properly kept in order that every member of the Conference 
may serve on the several Committees, Boards, etc., thus becoming 
familiar with the work of the Church. Additional nomination may be 
presented from the floor of the Conference and voted upon for adop- 
tion or rejection. 

7. No member shall speak on any question more than once until 
all who wish to do so have spoken except by permission of the Con- 
ference. It shall not be in order to move the previous question or to 
lay on the table at the close of a speech until the pending question 
has teen discussed with fairness to both sides. 

8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to 
indefinitely postpone shall be taken without debate, but the one who 
offers a formal motion or resolution shall have the right to close the 
debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the 
previous question or to lay on the table or to adjourn. 

9. The following motions may take precedence of the original 
motion or precedence of each other in the order here named. 1 — To 
adjourn to a given time; 2 — To adjourn; 3 — To take up the Order of 
the Day; 4 — To lay on the table; 5 — To move the previous question; 
6 — To postpone to a given time; 7 — To refer to a Committee; 8 — To 
amend; to postpone indefinitely. Anyone voting in the majority may 
move a reconsideration, but such a motion shall not be debatable. 
The "aye" and "nay" vote may be taken on any motion on the call 
approval by one-third of the members voting. No debate shall precede 
the making of a motion. All questions of privilege must be decided 
by the Chair. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, 
except by the presiding officer or Bishop or by a member through 
him or the Speakers consent. 

10. Laymen serving as Officers of the Conference or on Standing 
Committees who are not Lay delegates to the Conference or on Stand- 
ing Committes shall be granted the privilege of the floor without vote 
on matters relating to the Report of their Committee, and this shall 
include laymen serving cn the Board of Trustees , Conference Clai- 
mants, World Service Commission, Finance. 

11. No member shall present charges against another member 
without having previously notified the accused and his District Super- 
intendent in writing before the session of the Conference opens, thus 
allowing the accused time to prepare for his defense. The charges 
and specification MUST BE IN WRITING duly signed. This is not 
intended to stop investigation of reports affecting character during 
the session of the Conference. All such charges shall be referred to 
a Select Committee. 

12. The Standing Committee representing the several Boards 
and Departments of the Church shall have full charge and preside 
in the anniversaries for said department during the conference session 
and as may be ordered otherwise and all matters pertaining to said 
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Department shall be presented to that committee for their action 
and failing said committee's membership shall be changed. All 
committee reports, resolutions, etc, shall be submitted in writing and 
a copy given to the Secretary and becomes the property of the Con- 
ference. 

13. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached the Third Day 
at four P. M. The Conference recognized and commends the work of 
the Ministers' Wives Association and urges upon every minister's 
wife joining the same, also Lay Women if desired. Provision shall be 
made for publishing their Annual report in the Conference Journal. 
14. In order to perfect the work of the Ministerial Training School, 
if for valid reasons, candidates fail to attend the Summer school or 
otherwise, undergraduates may be examined the day before the 
Conference opens and examined and given credit for work done then. 
This provision is not intended to in any way take the place of regular 
established Training School. 

15. The regular designated time and day for observing the 
several Board Anniversaries shall be followed and all pastors are 
required to do so and report accordingly as requested. Special days 
set by the Conference shall be faithfully observed likewise. We 
recommend the observance of said cause at all of the District Confer- 
ences in order to better acquaint our people with the program of 
the church. 

16. The Conference Postmaster, Sexton and sundry expenses 
of the Conference shall be paid as directed either through special 
offering or funds from the Conference investment and otherwise. 

17. The Journal as adopted shall be the Official Journal of the 
Conference and yet where omissions are made and upon the testimony 
of competent witnesses such omissions may be corrected in open 
conference and so recorded. The Secretary shall be Custodian of the 
Corporate Seal and all legal documents the property of the Conference. 

18. The Disciplinary requirement calling for an audit of the 
books of all persons, boards, etc, holding money and disbursing same 
shall be faithfully complied with and the report duly published in 
the Journal. 

19. Robert's Rules, Neely's or Cushing's Manuels also Smith's 
shall be considered sufficient guide for governing the work of the 
Conference subject to the ruling of the Bishop.
